Housing facilities now constitute a 
major problem for the disaster relief 
workers. It has been necessary to es- 
tablish some tent and box car colon- 
‘ies and to provide temporary housing. 
A number of schools which were first 
used as emergency shelters have since 
been evacuated to permit the resump- 
tion of classes. 


Revised figures show 1,205,256 per- 
sons were affected in the flood zones. 
Of this number 748,229 were under Red 
Cross care. The Red Cross had in op- 
eration 946 concentration camps and 
shelters. It had 300 field hospitals 
and immunization centers in which 
more than 1,500 Red Cross nurses were 
on duty. Persons sick in these emerg- 
ency hospitals numbered 4,288. 

A broad program of education and

In response to Chairman Grayson’s 
appeal, the national relief fund is in 
excess of $20,000,000.
